LA JOLLA, Calif—The Army’s chief of research and development > 


said this week the Nike Zeus antimissile weapon may soon be 
against U.S. intermediate range and intercontinental ballistic missiles.

Warning Issued on Uniforms 


WASHINGTON—The Army’s Uniform Quality Control System 
was outlined in a new regulation (700-8400-3) this week along with in- 
structions to troops to watch for off-shade and sloppy workmanship in 
clothing they buy at other than Quartermaster stores. 

In explaining the program, the AR again stressed: 

“All Army service personnel who wear any quality controlled item 
of uniform which was purchased from a source other than the quar- 
termaster sales store should assure themselves that the item contains a 
certificate label warranting that the item has been produced from certi- 
fied fabric and manufactured under a certificate issued by the Quality 
Control Office.” 

The regulation urged personnel in CONUS to send any suspect item 
they might buy to the Control Office, Kansas St., Natick, Mass., “for 
evaluation and advice as to possible recourse if the item is, in fact, 
defective.” 


Personnel overseas, it was said, should forward defective items 
to the local quality control office or service point of contact.

Four Divs 
Only Train 


WASHINGTON. — The Army 
officially (and finally) admitted 
this week that four of its 15 active 
divisions are simply training units. 
It said in addition that one of them 
— the 9th Infantry Division at Fort 
Carson — is little more than the 
shell of a division. 

“(It) consists of a basic cadre,” 
an official Army statement said, 
“snd is conducting limited basic 
training of newly inducted and en- 
listed personnel for assignment to 
the STRAC ‘divisions.” 

Men trained by the 9th Infantry 
Division cadre thus go to the 
Army’s ready forte and are not 
slated to go overseas. They re- 
ceive only their first eight weeks 
training at Fort Carson, are then 
sent to their “permanent” units 
for advanced individual, small unit 
and unit training.

IN CONTRAST, the Ist Infantry, 
2d Infantry and 2d Armored 


Divisions carry their trainees 
through small unit training before 
shipping them off as individual and 
packet replacements to units over- 
seas, 

The Army’s statement came in re-

CAMP TUTO, Greenland.— The 
farthest point North ever reached 
by Army aircraft. This is the dis- 
tinction held by the Aviation Sec- 
tion of the Transportation Environ- 
mental Operations Group with head- 
quarters at Fort Eustis, Va. .The 
group is attached to the Army 
Polar Research and Development 
Center with summer headquarters 
at Camp Tuto. 

The record was set recently when 
an H-19 “Chickasaw” helicopter, an 
L-20 “Beaver” and a U1A “Otter” 
joined “Operation Lead Dog” (an 
overland ice cap expedition of the 
Army ‘Transportation Corps) in 
Nyeboe Land, which ig located in 
the northwest corner of the Green- 
land ice cap. To reach Nyeboe 
Land, the aircraft flew over. 500 
miles of ice cap, guided only by the 
flag marked trail established by the 
outbound ground expedition. The 
aircraft stopped three times to re- 
fuel at special caches deposited by 
the ground party. 

Upon reaching Nyeboe Land the 
aircraft carried out a complete ex- 
ploration of the area. They also 
carried sea ice scientists to various

test sites on the pack ice off the 
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northern coast. of Nyeboe Land 
and Polaris Promontory, affording 
many opportunities to land in the 
Polar Basin.

No Half-Measures_ 


Enactment of a “cold war” GI Bill in this 
session of Congress would be in the public 
interest—as the Times has argued in a num- 
ber of previous editorials. Of course, there is 
good reason to believe that the benefit 
measure, if it should be stymied in this ses- 
sion would be a cinch to pass next year when 
the presidential election fever reaches its 
height. 

But whenever the nation’s leaders of 
both major political parties, in Congress and 
the Administration, come to the final decision 
point and recognize the need for the legisla- 
tion, the really hard fight will be over the 
cost of the benefits. When this happens there 
is great danger that a compromise will emerge 
and sap much.of the measure’s potential 
value to the country. ; 

The Senate Labor and Public Welfare 
committee foresaw the possibility that op- 
ponents might attempt to water down the 
benefits and made a study of the three most 
likely proposals. 

These proposals would: 

@ Reduce the formula for educational en- 
titlement from the 114 days for each day of 
active service provided in the recommended 
bill to a formula of one day each day of 
service.

ange the amount of the monthly 


educational allowance from the amount rec- 


ommended — 


the same as given Korea vet- 


erans — to provide only 80 percent of the 
Korea GI Bill rate.

All of these proposals should be rejected, 
the committee decided, on the ground that 
such assistance would be totally inadequate 
to meet the readjustment needs of post-Korea 
veterans. The saying goes that “half a loaf 


is better than none,” but 


this would be a 


starvation diet. 

Under the first proposal, veterans would 
be strongly inclined, instead of obtaining a 
partial college education, to use their entitle- 
ment to obtain a complete unit of training 


below the college level. Thus, 


many men who 


should and could obtain college degrees in 


engineering, chemistry and other vital fields 

because they have the capability and ap 
titude to do so—would obtain lesser degrees 
in technical institutions or would take voea- 
tional training. The end effect would, in short, 
discourage men with college aptitudes from 
entering college. 

The 80 percent benefit formula. would 


make a bad situation worse. Because the cost 
of education and the cost of living have risen 
so sharply since the Korean allowances were 


established in 


1952, the full allowance in 


terms of actual purchasing power is now 
roughly equal to 80 percent of its value when 
the Korea GI Bill program started. 


Furthermore, the 


post-Korea_ veteran 


would pay a much greater proportion of his 
educational allowance for tuition than did a 
Korea veteran enrolling in school in 1952. 
According to a research paper prepared by 
the Library of Congress, the post-Korea vet- 


eran could expect to pay 
educational 


13 percent of his 


allowance for tuition, as con- 


trasted to 28 percent of an identical amount 
paid by the Korea veteran seven years ago. 


The 


loan proposal would be a feeble 


gesture of help to most post-Korea veterans 


who have little, 


if any, business experience 


and cannot be expected to approach a loan 
with the same viewpoint as a seasoned busi- 
nessman.

Of 
course, this training must be sustained, but 
by no stretch of the imagination ean that 
be endless, endless repetition. Boredom 
beyond description would result. Is there 
any reason why a trained chauffeur should 
not perform his duties for a non-military 
government official? Ask the man on that 
assignment and one will find that the man 
is proud of his assignment. He is doing 
something for a purpose.

THE OBJECTION has been raised te 
men in uniform serving as orderlies. The 
tradition of the military is that an officer 
takes care of his men and the men take 
care of the officer. It ean be no other way 
for highest efficiency of leadership. The 
men assigned to these servicés are men 
who would most likely be doing similar 
service in civilian life. They are doing a 
job that needs to be done. 

These critical members of Congress and 
others could well give a thought to an alter- 
nate to which they are objecting. It should 
not be forgotten that today when a man 
enters service he has the right to choose 
his field of instruction and that’is respect- 
ed insofar as the man’s ability permits. 
Would these eritics of servicemen’s assign- 
ments as orderlies to officers or to duty 
with civilian members of the government 


suggest that the men be returned to idle- 


ness and that civilians be employed for the 
specifie things that these men are now 
doing? What would be accomplished ex- 
cept spending more money needlessly? 
Would these critics want the Army to take 
“housekeepers” into the field? In fact, 
many civilians are employed and some have 
criticized that practice!

THE DAY seems to have come when our 
legislators have become obsessed with criti- 
cal approaches and investigations beyond 
the realm of reason. The day seems to be 
here when everyone is suspeeted of “sol- 
diering” or failure on the job. There is a 
definite place for certain investigations but 
it has reached a point that drives selére- 
specting persons out of service. 

This obsession of eriticism reaches a 
point of the ridiculeus. For example, not 
long ago out of Milwaukee came an edi- 
torial titled “Too Much Fuss and Feathers” 
criticizing the “red carpet” extended to 
Secretary of the Army Wilber Brucker on 
a recent visit to this area. The criticism 
cencerned the extent of the weleeme by 
civilian officials, a liewtenant general, a 
major general, a couple ef brigadier gen- 
erals, a “herd of colonels_and toa many 
majors, captains and lieutenants” te count. 
The charges were that it was carried to un- 
necessary and rather expensive extremes. 
What expense? The publie didn’t pay for 
the civilian officials and the pay of every 
military man there would be the same 
whether he was weleoming the Secretary 
of the Army or was carrying out any other 
activity.

THE CHARACTER of this thinking 
might be contrasted with the pride and 
praise of the great to-do made in welcom- 
ing foreign vessels as a result of the open- 
ing of the St. Lawrence Seaway.

THE ORIGINAL announced purpose of the new 
grades in the Army was to create an elite of en- 
i , men with ability, training and expe- 
rience. 

Yet it appears from scattered reports from some 
quarters that appoiniments to E83 and E-9 are going 
not to the first sergeants and sergeants major but 
te staff specialists in TD untis. 

On the other hand, Department of the Army 
itself, in the guide lines it has issued, indicates 
that promotion of key siaff enlisted specialisis 
te grades E-8 and E-9 is authorized and proper. 

Enough appointment quotas to E-8 have been 
issued so that most (though not all) rst sergeant 
positions should now be filled by men in that grade.

THE ENLISTED Management program, like all 
programs, is going to be judged by those parts of it 
that are easiest to see. The number of E-9s is small. 
The E-9 corps is an easy group to spot, te judge 
and to draw conclusions about. ’ 

The Army could do a lot worse than to assure 
that every man appointed to grade E-9 meets a com- 
mon standard. Such an action would demonstrate 
that only the best and the best qualified were being 
promoted to the ship enlisted grade. 

This should be coupled with a really tight as- 
signment program, which would not only require 
that all sergeants major (E-9) be assigned te posi- 
tions authorized the grade, but that leadership 
positions authorized the grade be filled before 
staff positions with less demanding requirements. 
_ Follow-up on this, as a command responsibil- 

ity, would then be continued review of performance 
to assure that men holding the grade performed 
as senior NCOs ought to, with reduction for inef- 
ficiency, even when an individual qualified under the 
PQS score for the E-9 position. 

_ By this sort of demonstration that the Army in- 
Sists only the best enlisted men in grade E-9 (a 
program which the enlisted men themselves should 
endorse, because to be an E-9 is then an accolade), 
the quality of the entire enlisted corps should con- 
tinue to improve. And by making it clear that the 
Enlisted Management Program is not a rhetorical 
exercise but a working plan, it too will be increas- 
ingly acceptable.

READER in New York asks: “How do we stack up against 
the Soviets as to submarines, and how does this affect 
the over-all defense picture?” That’s an interesting question, 


and it’s going to take all the space 
this column has available to make a 
stab at answering it. ¢ 

It can’t be answered just with 
comparative numbers. 

Numbers can be misleading. The 
Soviet Union has about 450 subma- 
rines, most of them in active serv- 
ice. The U.S._Navy has 113 sub- 
marines in active service, plus near- 
ly 100 in reserve. But before you 
can apply these numbers as a com- 
parison of combat power, there are 
other factors to be considered. 

First, what use does each side 
have for submarines? Second, how 
is each side located geographically 
with relation to the sea areas where 
its submarines would have to oper- 
ate? 

The Soviet Union is principally 
interested in submarines as a 
means for denying the use of the sea 
to its opponents in any future war. 
Its surface navy is far too weak to 
fight for control of the sea except 
in Soviet coastal waters. The sub- 
marine, which can make use of con 
cealment, is the weapon

THE UNITED STATES is inter- 
estec in the submarine as a means 


of penetrating Soviet coastal 
waters, for attacking Soviet sub- 


marines (with specially designed 
“killer” subs), as radar pickets for 
early warning against air attack 
and for reconnaissance, Since we 
are able to establish surface super- 
iority in most ocean areas of stra- 
tegic interest to us, generally speak-

These various means are summed 
up under the heading of antisub- 
marine warfare (ASW). 

Geography is an _ all-important 
factor in determining the effective- 
ness both of submarines and of 
ASW. The Soviet Union has only 
limited access to the sea, with four 
widely separated sea frontiers: on 
the Arctic Ocean, the Black Sea, the 
Baltic Sea and the Pacific Ocean. 

Its 450 submarines are divided 
among these four regions. The Arc- 
tic and Pacific fronts are restricted 
by ice and weather, and in both 
cases island bases which are not 
under Soviet control obstruct fur- 


marines to the open .ocean. 


Seas are in the hands of our NATO 
allies (Norway and Denmark in the 
one case, Turkey in the other). 

The Soviets would have to start 
a land war to gain control of these.

THE UNITED STATES is placed 
between the two major oceans of 
the world, with long coastlines on 
each. We have many outlying bases 
in our own and allied possession 
(the USSR has none). 

In addition, we must consider the

jinvention of nuclear power, any 
was limited by the 
amount of fuel it could carry.

RUSSIA ALSO has a family of 
solid fuel rockets without any guid- 
ance, like our Honést John 
rocket. They are labelled T-5, T-5B 
and T-5C. The earliest of these, the 
T-5, is about 32 or 33 feet long; the 
other two are successively smaller, 
the overall length of the T-5C being 
just 25 feet. Obviously these roe- 
kets represent sueeessive models 
of the original type which, as it be- 
came more efficient, could be made 
smaller.

THE MAIN QUESTION is, of 
course, how many of these missiles 
are in actual service. There is no 
doubt that the T-5 series exists in 
quantities; likewise the T-1 and T-2. 
As for the Golem series Golem-1 is 
known to be in production, while 
Golem-2 apparently exists in proto- 
types only. Whether the Russians 
have bothered building J-2 and J-3 
in any number is rather doubtful. 

The question mark is the T-3. We 
know that it has been tested. But 
is it operational? Or is the story 
true that the Russians, like us, are 
behind schedule with intercontin- 
ental missiles. F

FORT BRAGG, N.C. — The 
first doctor to describe the 
clinica] manifestations of hem- 
orrhagic fever, Col. George M. 
Powell, post surgeon and Wo- 
mack Army Hospital com* 
mander, will leave Fort Bragg 
10 August to assume com- 
mand of Madigan Army Hos- 
pital,. Wash. 

The pioneer medical researcher 
has had a distinguished career in 
medicine, during which time he has 
treated such illustrious patients as 
President Eisenhower and General 
George C. Marshall. 

Powell has been nominated for 
brigadier gentral by Department of 
the Army and the nomination, ap- 
proved by the President, has been 
forwarded to the Senate. 

One of the highlights of the Colo- 
rado-born colonel’s professional ca- 
reer was the contribution he made 
in pioneering the research work on 
hemorrhagic fever, presenting the 
first complete description of the 
clinical manifestations of the dis- 
ease. 

The fever felled many hundreds 
of troops of the United Nations 
Forces during the Korean War and 
up until the time that he made his 
study, very little information was 
ever recorded on this disease, char 
acterized by unexpected bleeding 

His comprehensive study was 
later published in “The Journal of 
the American Medical Association” 
and in “Medicine,” and was rated as 
one of the leading articles on the 
disease at that time. 

He also served as consultant in 
internal medicine for four general 
hospitals and five large station hos- 
pitals in Japan during the most 
active period of the Korean conflict. 
He has held the position of chief 
of medicine at five leading Army 
hospitals: Tilton, Percy Jones, 
Osaka (Japan), Army and Navy, 
and Fitzsimmons.

The latest USAREUR liberaliza- 
tion of its slot machine rules will 
bring added funds to sometimes 
hard-pressed rod and gun and golf 
clubs, observers said. Installation 
of slot machines in bars and dining 
facilities operated by non-appro- 
priated funds in transient hotels 
and at the U. S. Armed Forces Rec- 
reation Center at Garmisch should 
also bring added income to these 
activities.

Says Soldiers’ Deposits 
Should Be Abolished 


ARLINGTON, Va.—I have noted 
with interest lately that the Army 
is publicizing Soldiers’ Deposits in 
its regulations, There used. to be 
an advantage to keeping money in 
Soldiers’ Deposit; but I fail to see 
any advantage now. 

When banks and savings & lean 
associations were paying 2 and 3% 
interest and Soldiers’ Deposits paid 
4% there was an advantage. The 
banks and savings & loan associa- 
tion changed with the times and 
gradually upped their interest rate, 
but Army regulations still state 4% 
and probably will stay the same.for 
years to come. 

Another thing is that interest on 
Soldiers’ Deposits is not compound- 
ed annualls. Say a person puts 
$100 in Soldiers’ Deposits the day 
he reenlists and leaves same amount 
in for.3 years». At the end of hig 
three year eflistment he would 
have a total of $112. Four dollars 
for each of the 3 years. 

I am getting 4% interest, com- 
pounded semiannually, from a sav- 
ings & loan association (insured up 
to $10,000) and I have the privilege 
of withdrawing my money any time 
I wish. In Soldiers’ Deposits you 
have to have a “good reason” to 
withdraw your money. and have to 
go through a lot of red tape writing 
letters to your CO requesting per- 
mission to withdraw your money. 

To save the Army man hours, ex- 
pense for forms and printing regu- 
lations, I recommend Soldiers’ De- 
posits be abolished.

With a sweep of the pen, though, 
no doubt talked out thoroughly at 
a Pentagon coffee call, the AG has 
now made it policy that home own- 
ership is not a basis for reassign- 
ment. Not only does this inconsis- 
tency catch many in the middle, 
but this particular change doesn’t 
seem to have any basis other than 
to reduce the workload on the of- 
fice involved. 

There are as many varied desires 
in Stateside assignments- as there 
are. requirements for personnel. 
This should be the only requisite 
for assignment. Whether or not a 
little more work is involved for the 
AG section should not be consid 
ered. It’s doubtful that the Penta- 
gon would have to double its per- 
sonnel to accomplish the assign- 
ment of men a liffle closer to their 
desires. 

The notification from overseas 
already includes the desires of not 
only Army areas, but posts as well. 
It is ‘common knowledge that most 
everyone: is sent to a post other 
than the one he requested. Why, 
then, include desires at all under 
present policy?

25-Hour Fort Polk Rescue 


FORT POLK, La.—More than 
225 paratroopers of the 101st Abn. 
Div., their weapons, equipment 
and vehicles, dropped out of the 
skies here 14 July to begin a simu- 
lated 25-hour rescue mission for 
the United Nations. 

The paratroopers—Co. B of the 
division’s 502d ABG, were alerted 
the day before at 1100 hours to 
make a “combat” jump at Fort 
Polk. All personnel and equip- 
ment were transported.. by » six 
C-123’s and five C-130 troop trans- 
ports which took-off from Fort 
Campbell at about 0600. 

The aircraft arrived at Fort Polk 
on schedule at about 1000 hours. 
The drop zone for the jump Was 
located about ten miles east of 
North Fort Polk on Artillery Road. 
No injuries were reported among 
the’ paratroopers. 

Ten minutes after the troops 
were. on the ground, huge 100-ft. 
parachute canopies floated 13 me- 


chanical mules to the ground. 
Packed around the sturdy, plat- 
form4ype vehicles were the food, 
water; ammunition and gasoline on 
which the men depended while 
they “fought” their mission. 

The company commander, Capt. 
Ralph Moore, immediately began 
assembling his men. A force of 
40 men trained in guerilla tactics 
“were already stationed off the drop 
zone to play the role of the “Ag- 
gressors.” The mission. of the 
paratroopers was to rescue a myth- 
ical United-Nations ambassador-at- 
large that the enemy “captured.” 

The operation, known as “Loui- 
siana Tagle I,” is typical of the 
missions that the 10ist Abn. Div. 
might have to perform in an emer- 
gency.

Benning Fire Loss Is $3190; 
Lowest in Post's History 


FORT BENNING, Ga. — Fort 
Benning fire losses for fiscal year 
1959 were the lowest in the history 
of the post, according to Col. Edgar 
L. Grider, Infantry Center engi- 
neer. 

In the 12 months, .Grider said, 
the center suffered loss, through 
fire, amounting to only $3190, less 
than half the previous low of 
$6700 recorded in 1957. 

A breakdown of the sum showed 
that damage to buildings amounted 
to $2750 while contents lost were 
valued at $436. Two blazes, one in 
a paint storage building in a main 
post area and the other in a bar- 
racks-type building at Sand Hill, 
caused the major portion of the 
total. Loss as a result of the paint 
storage building amounted. to 
$1450 while the Sand Hill fire 
destroyed property valued at $950. 

Fort Benning Fire Chief Gilbert 
A. Ward Jr., attributed the new low 
to a continuing fire prevention pro- 
gram which has been receiving the 
coordinated support of the installa- 
tion military and civilian popula- 
tion. 

“The very size of the installation 
with its thousands of temporary- 
type buildings in dozens of out- 
lying areas,” Ward stated, “is keep- 
ing fire prevention uppermost in 
the mind of everyone. This point, 
together with rigid irispections, by 
members of my department, has 
resulted in a continued downward 


trend since World War I! with but 
one exception,” he added. 

Average annual losses had 
tumbled to the $7000 bracket until 
a single blaze in 1958 cost a loss 
of $34,000 in a building on distant 
Bickford Range. 

“Our 1959 loss, though it was a 
record new low, was exactly $3190 
too much,” said post fire inspector 
Howard L. Riley, “but we’re still 
happy-to see such a definite slash 
in damage and loss through fife.”

FORT BENNING, Ga. — The operation of the infantry 
School here not only amazes its students and visitors, but at 


times, even its own staff and faculty. The programing, move- 


ment, coordination and timing of 
its widely scattered, interrelated 
activities are comparable in many 
respects to the machine-like pre- 
cision of an assembly line at a 
large factory. 

The nerve center which is re- 
sponsible for the precise timing of 
activities is found in the operations 
office of the school.

ing the committee with “urgent 
military justification.”

THE CRITICISM: is getting re- 
sults. The Army has just issued 
new regulations restricting the use 
of contracting for work when it 
would lead to layoffs for civilian 
employees. The new. regulations 
strictly prohibit contracts with out- 
fits “whose primary character is 
that of a labor broker for secur- 
ing labor to perform a function 
being performed by a civilian em- 
ployeee.” 

The regulations will require 
Army installations to.estimate be- 
forehand the cost of the work if 
done by a contractor and if done 
by government employees. The in- 
stallations must also estimate the 
number of employees who would 
be rifféd because of the contract 
and the possibility of their getting 
other government or private indus- 
try jobs. Washington will - take 
these things into account before 
approving the contract. 

The committee, in its report, paid 
particular attention to the school 
set up to orient military personnel 
in the duties involved in assign- 
ments to military assistance and ad- 
visory groups—the Military Assist- 
ance Institute. 

DOD hired a retired Army brig- 
adier general at.$50 a day consult- 
ant fees to help plan the school. He 
continued to get his $6000 a year 
retired pay. The general solicited 
bids, negotiated with four bidders 
and finally contracts were signed 
with the American Institute for 
Research for setting up and oper- 
ating the school. 

The general promptly became 
the full-time salaried director of 
the school at $14,500 per year. The 
school staff consisted of 13 retired 
officers and one other professional 
person and 20 clerical employees. 
Each retired officer draws both 
his salary from the contractor and 
his rétired pay, the total averag- 
ing $17,000 per year per officer. 

It is the subcommitttee’s opinion 
that if the govérnment ran the 
school—using active duty officers, 
for example, orop civilians, as in- 
structors—there would have been 
savings of $33,000 a year on ‘sal- 
aries, $34,000 a year on fees and 
another $25,000 on overhead.

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Obligated Reservist 
Loses Recall Fight

DETROIT, Mich.—The authority of the armed services 
to enforce the punitive 45-day recall of delinquent reservists 
was upheld here recently in the first test case to come before 


a Federal District Court. 

A petition for writ of habeas 
corpus on behalf of Marine Air 
Reservist Gordon Fisher was denied 
by Judge Theodore Levin and the 
reservist was returned to the cus- 
tody of Marine Corps police. 

Fisher, who is married and the 


father of three children, enlisted 


in the Marine Ready Reserve on 3, 
Jan. 1957, thus acquiring a train- 
ing and service obligation for six 
years, the court records indicated. 
He signed a “Letter of Understand- 
ing” that he was subject to the 
weekly drill and summer camp 
training requirements and the 45- 
day recall for failure to comply. 

From January 1958 through 
March 1958 his service was unsatis- 
factory, it was reported. Orders 
were issued by the Marine Air 
Reserve training commander di- 
recting Fisher to report for 45 days 
of active duty training. 

The reservist reported to the 
Marine Air Reserve Detachment in 
Grosse Isle, Mich., and pleaded 
hardship due to the pregnacy of his 
wife. He requested an opportunity 
to continue in the reserve program 
and stated he would attend the re- 
quired number of drills in the 
future. 

The active duty training orders 
were therefore cancelled. 

+ * . 

FROM APRIL through Septem. 
ber 1958 Fisher’s service continued 
to be unsatisfactory, the court was 
told, and on October 6 he was given 
orders to report on 8 Jan. 1959, for 
45 days of active duty. 

When he failed to appear for 
duty, Marine Corps police took him 
into custody. 











Fisher, in his petition for release! to the 


on a writ, contended he wag not 
subject to arrest by military au- 
thorities under the Uniform Code 
of Military Justice. His claim was 
based on two different sections of 
law: which provide that: 

®@ Reserve personnel are subject 
to the Uniform Code of Military 
Justice “while they are on inactive 
duty training authorized by written 
orders which are voluntarily ac- 
cepted py them.” 

® The Ready Reserve shall be 
continuously screened to insure that 
“members whose mobilization in an 
emergency would result in an ex- 
treme personal or community hard- 
ship are not retained.” 

Fisher said he did not voluntarily 
accept the 45-day orders. Also, his 
petition asserted he was entitled to 
a release from the Ready Reserve 
on the ground of his extreme per- 
sona] hardship. 

Judge Levin, in his written 
opinion, said Fisher “in effect 
asserts that it was the intention of 
the legislature that he be permitied 
to enlist voluntarily in the reserve 
program for a specified period of 
time and ignore the orders of his 
superior officers withou fear of 
discipline.” 

Such an interpretion of the law, 
he added, would “seriously impair, 


if not completely destroy, the re- 
serve training program.”

The Air Foree hope is that this 
will lead to Congressional approval, 
possibly next year, for special pay 
for servicemen who pull duty at 
remote stations: 

In going over their ideas with 
the other services, Air Force per- 
sonnel planners will discuss the 
possibility of phasing out overseas 
pay as a way:to get the money to 
pay for remote-isolated duty. There 
is more than a little feeling that 
straight overseas pay eannot be

A formula that pays 10-40 per- 
cent of base pay, depending on the 
degree of remoteness and hardship 
involved, could emerge victorious 
in the services’ planning, Air Force 
officials indicated. This breakdown 
was first recommended by the 
Cordiner Committee.

After writing te businessmen all over the world, we 


finally selected over 5,000 establishments whose 
management agreed to give discounts of 5% to 
25% (10% being the most common) to ANAF 
members whe paid cash. 


The types of establishments selected include: ap- 
pliance dealers, auto sales and service stores, beauty 
salons, book shops, dry cleaners, clothing stores, 
drug stores, florists, furniture shops, gasoline serv- 
ice stations, hardware dealers, hotels, jewelers, mo- 
tels, photographers, restaurants, sporting goods deal- 
ers, and TV and radio repairmen.

Since that 
time major alterations have been 
made in the Department of De- 
fense structure. The President's 
message on defense reorzaniza- 
tion was sent to Congress on 3 
April 1958. Some, but not all, 


of the Presidential recommenda-’ | 


tions were embodied in the De- 
partment of Defense Reorganiza- 
tion Act which became law on 6 
August 1958. Certain modifica- 
tions which did not require leg- 
islation were directed by execu- 
itve order. The major steps in 
implementation of these legisla- 
tive and executive enactments 
have been accomplished, Conse- 
quently, the Department of De- 
fense analyzed and criticized by 
Kintner and associates is not the 
Department of Defense as it 
exists today. 

How, then, can the book still 
be timely? Wherein lies its 
present value? What should 
the reader look for? The an- 
swer, in the mind of this  re- 
viewer, is four-fold. 

“First, Forging A New Sword 


_-enables the reader to understand 


and evaluate the changes that 
have become effective in the past 
year. Several of these changes 
were anticipated and adyocated 
by Kintner, and are discussed in 
his treatise. For example, the’ 
termination of the “executive 
agency” system. No longer do 
the Secretaries of the Military 
Departments, acting as agents of 
the Secretary of Defense, con- 
trol the various unified ¢om- 
mands. Instead, such commands 
are directly responsible to the 
Secretary. of Defense with re- 
spect to Operations, and the Mili- 
tary Departments are charged 
with providing, administerins, 
and supporting the forces of 
their respective component com- 
mands. Why was this arrange- 
ment adopted? What effects will 
it have? What further steps does 
it entail?.. Kintner discusses 
these questions in considering 
and defending what to him was 
a proposal, and his views enable 
the reader to evaluate u feature 
which has been incorporated into 
our defense structure. 
€ ad * 

THE SECOND POINT is close- 
ly related to the first. Kintner’s 
work offers the reader proposals 
for change beyond those con- 
fained in the 1958 reorganiza- 
tion. Such further modification 
may still be desirable. Clear- 
ly the authors of Forging A New 
Sword—and they are not alone 
in this view——-would contend to- 
day that the 1958 measures did 
not go far enough. 

As an illustration, they might 
point out that the President did 
not seek, and Congress did not 
enact, a measure—advocated by 
Kintner—rescinding the right of 
independent access to the Na- 
tional Security Council which is 
presently possessed by the Joint 
Chiefs of Staff. Kintner can give 
you some very sound reasons for 
ending this direct relationship. 
His proposal apparently received 
little if any official consideration 
in connection with the 1958 re- 
organization. However, it might 
very well arise in connection 
with this summer’s Senate in- 
quiry into the operations of the

THE THIRD VALUE available 
in this book lies in its appraisal 
as to what changes in Defense 
organization might reasonably be 
considered attainable in the fore- 
seeable future. The author is 
not a creamer, but a person ex- 
perienced in the Pentagon and 
well aware that political and psy- 
chological considerations in:pose 
limitations upon change Thus 
he does not advocate consolida- 
tion of the present military serv- 
ices into one, or establishment of 
a single Chief of Staff of the 
Armed Forces, except possibly 
as uliimate goals to be achieved 
threugh a long and siow tres 
tional process. Nor dos he, in 
any respect advance “crackpot” 
ideas. He has reviewed the re- 
ports of the Hoover Commission 


the report of the Rockefeller 
Commiitee which studied De- 
fense organization, the Syming- 


ton Committee hearings on air- 
power, and similar ,source ma- 
terial.. Many of Kintner’s rec- 
ommendations, as he freely ad- 
mits, are not original with him 
but are taken from or based 
upon investigations made by oth 
ers. This, rather than dimming 
their luster, gives thern stature 
beyond that deriving from inclu 
sion in this book. 
Finally, Forging A New 
has considerable value as a pro- 
fessional reference book In 
cluded are a concise and usefui 
summary history of the Defense 
an account of its 
organizational evolution during 
the decade following its estab- 
lishment by the National Secur- 
ity Act of 1947, an outline of 
National Security Council struc-

tions worthy of e¢ontinuing con- 
sideration. 

Certain of the steps taken in 
1958 represent only partial ac- 
ceptance of a Kintner solution. 
The reader should examine 
these to determine whether they 
constitute “half measures.” For 
instance, is the staff which serves 
the Joint Chiefs of Staff properly 
organized today? Kintner fav- 
ored creation of an integrated 


staff charged with the develop- 
ment and coordination of inte- 
grated strategic and logistic 
plans. The Joint Staff as actual- 
ly reorganized in the latter half 
of 1958 did abandon the old com- 
mittee system and adopt a con- 
ventional joint 


Additionally, the staff assumed 
functions generally consistent 
with Kintner’s views. The new 


Joint Staff, however, can hardly 
be said to be organized on “an 
integrated rather than a triserv- 
ice basis” as Kintner would have 
it. The key positions are divid- 
ed so as to give the three mili- 
tary departments approximately 
equal representation, and each 
of these positions rotates among 
the Military Departments as 
tours of duty are completed. 
Moreover, the branches of the 
Joint Staff Directorates are very

ture, and an explanation of how 
the Department of Defense de- 
velops and contributes its views 
in the formulation of national 
security policy. 

Perhaps of most direct value 
and interest to those stationed 
in the Pentagon is the discern- 
ing and rather detailed descrip- 
tion of just how the Department 
of Defense works. The reader 
gets a _ surprisingly accurate 
“feel” for how decisions are 
made, why certain important de- 
cisions are not made or are long 
delayed, and how civilian advice 
can override military advice in 
resolving problems which are 
fundamentally military. For its 
factual content in these and oth- 
er areas, Forging A New Sword 
is a useful addition to the per- 
sonal library of the career sol- 


dier.

THE FOREGOING should pro- 
vide the clue to why Forging A 
New Sword has been placed on 
the Chief of Staff’s reading list. 
The unpleasant fact is that the 
effectiveness or ineffectiveness 
of Department of. Defense or- 
ganization and procedures can 
be crucial now that the United 
States is confronted with the 
threat of being attacked direct- 
ly and with little or no warning. 
As the threat has increased, so 
have the problems become more 
complex and the requirement for 
quick and accurate and clear de- 
cision more pressing. Defense 
organization has changed in an 
effort to keep pace with the 
times, but, as a Kintner reader 
will “find, there is still reason to 
question whether the structure 
is as good as it can be 

Everyone—soldier and civilian 
alike—has an obligation to exam- 
ine the defense mechanism, to 
determine if it has shortcom 
ings, and to seek remedies which 
will insure that our ability to 
meet the threat is not impaired 


by organizational cumbersome- 
ness. Forging A New Sword is a 
useful tool to assist us in dis- 


charging this responsibility.

Valuable Study of an Area 
Important to United States. 


THE FAR EAST, by Nathaniel Peffer. History of the Modern World series; Univer- 


sity of Michigan Press, Ann Arbor, Mich. $7.50.

HIS reviewer is not an his- 

torian but he believes that 
other laymen will agree that “The 
Far East” is good and quite as 
-Teadable as the scholars, who 
have already read it, say, it is 
scholarly. And it is exceedingly 
timely. 

If you will consult the news- 
papers of 10 years ago it will be 
clear that the culmination of the 
communization of China came as 
a shock to the general public and 
a quotation from one of Mr. Pef- 
fer’s earlier works will show his 
insight into his subject. He wrote 
in his “Basis of Peace in the Far 
East” in 1942—seven years before 
the debacle: 

“Communism is not likely to 
to be expunged, and unless 
China takes the course of re- 
construction with genuine and 
_ fundamental alleviation of | life 





for both peasants and urban 
dwellers, the Communist party 
will be the most practical ve- 
hicle of opposition te those who 
hold power and wield it only 
for the minority.” 

Even later, in all but certain 
high and highly inaudible quar- 
ters, he was pilloried for his 
“pessimism.”

“THE Far East” does not boom 
and echo in sonorous and poly- 
syllabic pontification. No mega- 
ton bomb. Sharp reports like 
carefully aimed rifle fire. 

Peffer started as a reporter, 
spent 10 years in China, was later 
closely concerned in negotiations 
there, is familiar with the life 
and people of Asia. He is a re- 
tired professor of international 
relations at Columbia University.

what is happening to him — and to have him tell his 
family about it. Troops are encouraged to invite fami- 
lies for visits, and each weekend some 10,000 relatives 
and friends of fhe men respond.” 

He was referring to a special project whereby 
picnic areas throughout the post are thrown open to 
families and sons, who often take the occasion to get 
together with others of their particular ethnic group. 
There are many such groups in the area. 

For that matter, outdoor recreation of this sort is 
greatly facilitated for ali Dix people by two lakes lying 
within the reservation — Brindle Lake for officers and 
their families, and Hanover Lake, for the use of per- 
manently assigned enlisted persons. There are also 
three swimming pools. The lakes provide boating and 
fishing, in addition to picnic facilities, and no fishing 
permits are required. 

” . * 

GETTING TO DIX should present no problem, 
even to people reporting in on transfer for the first 
time; “Local roads connect with both the New Jersey 
Turnpike and the Garden State Parkway. The post’s 
main entrance is on State Highway 68. 

Trenton is the nearest rail terminal, and busses 
leave there hourly for Dix. Air passengers have the 
choice of Philadelphia International Airport, Newark 
Airport and New York’s Idlewild or LaGuardia. 

Within 48 hours after arriving on post with a car, 
the car must be registered in the office of the provost 
marshal and the vehicle’s state registration and a valid 
driver’s license produced. The insurance requirement 
is $5000-$10,000-$5000. 

No Jersey state inspection of the car is required if 
it’s red in Colorad6, Delaware, District of Colum- 
bia, Massachusetts, New Hampshire, New Jer- 
sey, New York, Pennsylvania, Texas, Utah, Vermont or 
Virginia. Otherwise, inspection can be obtained at 
Mount Holly, 10 miles from the post.. The new calen- 
dar year models require no state inspection. 

The post will normally accept the shipment of 
household ‘goods without advance arrangements, on 
permanent change of station orders. Storage space is 
limited, however, and it would be best to ship goods 
to a specific address — post quarters or other residence. 
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Over 30,000 


The post trailer park is being abolished, but there 
are several private parks within three to 15 miles of 
Dix. Most parks charge $25 to $35 a month, utilities 
included, 

Here’s a rundown on other Dix facilities: 

Radio: The Military Affiliate Radio System oper- 
ates a radio station for the use of service people and 
their dependents, Messages may be sent free of charge 
to members of the military establishment anywhere 
they are stationed. 

Telephone: The monthly charge for telephone 
service in government quarters is $3 for a party line 
and $4 for a private line. Forty-eight hours’ advance 
notice is required for installation. Occupants of 
Wherry housing and “Hanover Homes” must make ar- 
rangements for service with the Bell Telephone Co. 
Office in Mount Holly. 

Bank: Complete on-post banking facilties are pro- 
vided by the People’s National Bank and Trust Co. of 
Pemberton. It carries federal insurance on deposits 
up to $10,000 per account. 

Medical Care: Medical care is available at dispen- 
saries in various areas of the post. Nearing completion 
too is a big, new 500-bed hospital. (See separate story). 

Pets: Household pets, except birds, must be regis- 

ered with the provost marshal within five days of ar- 
rival, Owners must show a rabies immunization cer- 
tificate and a tag number to prove the animal has been 
immunized during the preceding year. There are no 
facilities on post for small animal care. 

Clubs: - Upon arrival at Dix, officers automatically 
become members of the Main Officers’ Club. Dues are 
$5 a month, payable in advance. Membership may be 
refused, according to the official word, “by writing 
to the mess secretary, through the commanding gen- 
eral, within five days after arrival.” 

The NCO Open Mess is limited to men in grades 
E-4 and up. Dues are $1 a month and cards are re- 
newed every month. 

The NCO Wives Club is very active in community 
work and participates in many national charity drives. 

The Officers Wives Club carries on various recrea- 
tional activities. 

Crafts Center: The new crafts center at Dix is some- 
thing out of this world. (See separate story). 

Pre-Kindergarten: This is for the four and five year 
age group. Tuition is $12 a month per child, but regis- 
tration is limited. 

Schools; Only children whose parents live on the 
reservation are eligible to attend the Fort Dix Post 
School, but there are excellent facilities in the com- 
munity for others. Government busses are provided 
to the Post School (kindergarten to eighth grade); 
the new Junior High School (eighth and ninth) on post; 
Bordentown Catholic School (kindergarten to eighth); 
Mount Holly Catholic School (kindergarten to eighth), 
and’ Pemberton High School (ninth through 12th).

Dix Boasts Top-Rank 
News Crafts Center 


; VER since the new crafts center opened its doors 
“here in June, it has been attracting an average 100 
would-be craftsmen each evening. 

Housed on two floors in a converted post theater, 
the shop’s facilities are giving service people and 
civilians alike all the opportunity in the world to de- 
velop unsuspected talents. 


Many who first came to the center out of curios- 
ity are now cutting and polishing semi-precious stones 
for their own use or as gifts to friends. Until recent- 


ly, they had never heard of lapidary. 

Others are tooling leather, making enamelled 
jewelry, printing on textiles, sp: :ning pottcr’s wheels, 
building model airplanes, painting, working with wood 
and power tools. All this with excellent and plentiful 
equipment in various areas of the main floor 


Upstairs are rows of photo enlargers and several 
darkrooms for the use of camera fans, as well as an 
electronics shop which many use to repair radios and 
television sets. 

The center has been called “one of the outstand- 
ing crafts centers in the Army,” and the estimate is 
probably a good one. 

Visitors enter the huge main workreom through 
a lobby and gallery showplace for soldier art and pho- 
tography. The gallery is intimate, in contrast to the 
fluorescent-lit main workroom where workbenches, 
eabinets, pottery kilns and show cases are grouped 
according to activity. The center has 18.600 square 
feet of floor space and nothing appears crowded. A 
staff of seven soldiers and three civilian instructors

: exception of the 
DESCHIN light housing, 
which incidentally mgy also be 
used on the current models Omega 
D-2 and Automega D-3. The story 
therefore is in the Chromega hous- 
ing, which uses two lamps instead 
of the conventional one, and is de- 
signed primarily for color print- 
ing, the modern process now cap- 
tivating the amateur world as it 
has already conquered the profes- 
sional. 

It may also be used with variable- 
contrast papers and for ordinary 
black-and-white printing. 

The principal is demonstrated in 
the drawing on this page. Two 100- 
watt incandescent tungsten bulbs, 
positioned horizontally in egg- 
shaped, so-called light collectors, 
highly polished on the inside, flank 
the housing on the sides. When the 
switch is turned on, the rays from 
the lights bounce around the 
brightly reflecting walls of the in- 
terior, and the “collected” reflec- 
tions assemble at a small opening 
where they make their exit into a 
large matte-white-surfaced sphere, 
or dome. 

The two beams are then thor- 
oughly intermixed in the sphere, 
bouncing happily hither and yon, 
and finally emerge in evenly dis- 
tributed illumination, softly dif.- 
fused, through the negative to the 
paper on the enlarging easel. The 
top plate of the negative holder has 
a matte white surface, from which 
the light also reflects to add to 
the total light transmitted through 
the negative. 

There is a third feature, two 
color-filter wheels (for color 
printing or  variable-contrast 
filters) between the light collec- 
tors and the sphere, and geared 
to turn together so that the same 
filter is placed in position on 
each side. The light beams from 
the collectors pass through these 
twin filters to color the light as 
needed, 





There are separate, interchange- 
able filter wheels for color print- 
ing and for the contrast filters used 
for variable-contrast black-and- 
white printing. The wheels may 
also be turned to the zero setting 


for conventional black-and-white 
enlarging 

Since the light is diffused, the 
illumination is characteristically 
soft, hence negatives should be a 
bit on the contrasty side (or 
plucky, as the British say). Nega- 
tives intended for use in the 
Chromega therefore should be de- 
veloped a little longer for in- 
creased contrast; when using vari- 
able-contrast filters, one simply 
uses a higher contrast filter than 
normally. 

The diffused light has the ad- 
vantage that slight surface 
scratches on the projected negative 
are minimized or eliminated (de- 
pending on the depth of the 
scratch). 





Price? It’s a bit steep for the 


general amateur, but the advanced 
worker may find it reasonable 
enough in view of the features of- 
fered. The Chromega D-4 complete 
is $500, which includes the pair of 
filter wheels, an electric timer for 
timing automatically intervals of 
three to 50 seconds, a 4x5 glass 
negative holder, and the two bulbs. 

It will accommodate three auto- 
focusing cams for a choice of three 
lenses from 2 to 6% inches in focal 
length. The price does not include 
lens or cams, Owners of the Omega 
D-2 and Automega D-3 may con- 
vert to the new system by purchas- 
inig the Chromega housing alone 
for about $300.

THE SINGLE-SOLUTION Uni- 
bath introduced in April for com- 
bined developing and fixing is now 
available in the CC-3 product to do 
the same for processing photo- 
graphic paper, one tray instead of’ 
three to develop, rinse and fix a 
print or enlargement, all in five 
minutes. Moreover, there is no fuss 
about temperature control, as satis- 
factory results are achieved at any 
temperature from 68 to 80 degrees 
Fahrenheit. The tone is blue-black. 

The makers, Cormac Chemical 

Corp., 80 Fifth Ave., New York 
11, N.Y., recommend the use of 
CC-3 with these papers: Kodak’s 
Azo, Illustrators Azo, Koda- 
bromide, Medalist, and Polycon- 
trast; Du Pont’s Velour Black 
and Varigam; and Ansco’s Cy- 
kora. If you want to try it with 
other papers, make a test first, 
Cormac advises. 

It may work but then again it 
may be a disappointment. It seems 
that “certain papers of foreign 
manufacturing using iodide sensi- 
tizers are not compatible with Uni- 
bath CC-3.” 

Although the image comes up in 
the solution in about 30 to 45 sec- 
onds, the print has to remain in 





the tray through the full five min- 


utes for complete Selitnegitiont and 
fixation. The exposure therefore 
has to be corrected since nothing 
can be done about it after the solu- 
tion gets to work. Some test strips 
are in order. One important cau- 
tion: always shake or stir well be- 


fore and after dilution of the con- 


centrated CC-3. To use, dilute one 
part of CC-3 with five parts of

THE THEORY behind a higher 
VA mortgage interest ceiling is 
that it will make such loans more 
attractive to lenders. It is also de- 
signed to spur home sales and thus 
encourage more housing starts. 
VA loans are seen as a stimulant 
to sales because of the lower down 
payment required on such loans; a 
feature which its backers say 
should allow more people — those 
with scanty savings to buy 
homes. 

But many builders and lenders 
are skeptical that the higher rate 
on VA loans will have any appreci- 
able effect on the nrarket, now that 
yields on so many other invest- 
ments are about 5% percent. “The 
new bill isn’t going to make GI 
mortgages any more attractive to 
us. VA loan rates have been so 
unrealistic for so long the pro- 
gram is a dead animal as far as 
we're concerned, “says Harry Bald- 
win, vice-president of Washington 
Mutual Savings Bank in Seattle. 
The volume of VA leans has de- 
clined sharply since 1955 when 30 
percent of new homes were thus 
financed. By: 1958, only nine per- 
cent of new homes came under GI

The builder ean 
then absorb the buyer in the price 
of the house. 
However, over the life of the 
mortgage the buyer will repay the 
full $10,000: Discounts many from 
community to community, depend- 
ing largely on the supply of money 
in the particular aréa. 

In many sections. discounts on 
VA loans have been running from 
eight te ten percent, builders say. 
Raising GI interest rates to 5% 
percent will mérely decrease the 
diseount, housing men say. 

Even among builders who do hail 
the rate increase, some concede it 
will be months before the bene- 
fits take hold. “It will take six 
months or more for the move to 
take effect,” predicts Robert 
Schmertz, a big builder of inex- 
pensive homes around Lakewood, 
N.J.

EW drivers realize the time,

And Tour Through German Factory Tells’

To those familiar with automo- 
biles, the name Porsche needs no 
introduction at all, Porsche auto- 


mobiles have been dominating © 


their class in all the big interna- 
tional racing competitions for the 
past several years with wins at 
Sebring, Le Mans, Monaco, Nuer- 
berg and Mille Miglia. 

+ * 


THE general public perhaps will 
best know Dr. Porsche as the de- 
signer and builder of the now 
famous Volkswagen, which he built 
for'the German government in 
1935. 

However, he is credited in auto- 
motive circles with many contribu- 
tions to the advancement of auto- 
motive science including the 
rear-mounted engine, four wheel 
drive, the swing axle, streamlined 
bodies, and torsion bar suspension. 

Although primarily interested 
in producing and designing pas- 
senger cars, the Austrian born 
engineer also designed trucks, 
busses, and other heavy vehicles. 

During War II he designed the 
“Mouse” tank for the German 
army. It weighed 180 tons, the 
heaviest ever built, and was 
equipped with push button drive. 
He also designed a jeep for the 
German army. Today, the Porsche 
plant produces an amphibious jeep 
that is used both by the US Army 
and by the German Bundeswehr. 

The present Porsche factory 
was born as a result of the heavy 
demand for the Porsche car when 
it was first built in 1949. Dr. 
Porsche and his son Ferdinand Jr., 
the company’s present director, 
tried to build what they felt was 
the “optimum” passenger car, one 
that was capable of high speeds 
on the open road, yet one that 
could be used as an every day car. 

The result was the Porsche 

356, the first car to ever bear 

the professor’s name. It proved 

so popular that the factory had 
to be moved to Stuttgart from 

Gmuend, Austria, in order to 

find greater production facili- 

ties. 

With all excitement Porsche 
has generated in automotive 
circles, the plant itself is amaz- 
ingly small and quiet. This is 
probably because there are very 
few machines working. In our day 
of mass_ production Porsche 
stresses hand craftsmanship, and 
assembles engines and cars by 
hand. The 1000 employees turn 
out only 27 to 30 cars each day. 
Most of the fitting and assembling 
is done by the highly trained crew 
of master mechanics employed. 

The Porsche company likes to 
boast that it produces a “tailor 
made” automobile. Unlikely as it 
sounds, this seems to be the case. 
Each customer can select the type 
of body, engine, top, tires, or 
seats he wants in his car before 
it is produced. 

Then, as the vehicle passes 
through the production line, it is 
fitted with the components the 
customer ordered. Each vehicle is 
produced for a specific customer, 
and his name can be seen on the 
worksheet’ that -is slipped under 


the front windshield wiper before | 
the car is assembled 

WHEN the car is finally com 
pleted it is sent out for a test 
run on Porsche’s “public testing 
pre — the Stuttgart-Heilbronn 
Auto yahn, which is located a short 
distance from the_ plant. If it 
passes the test it is ready for the 
custome! 

Although Porsche is a German 
made car, over 51% of its sales are 
made to Americans. In 1958, 43% 
of all automobiles the factory pro

States, and another 8% are sold 
to Americans in Germany, the 
large majority of these being 
soldiers. Only 28% of the cars are 
sold in Germany. 


Now primarily concerned with 
the production and improvement 
of the Porsche car, the Porsche 
corporation is still interested in 
experimentation and contribution 
to autmotive science. Data ob- 
tained from the racing cars is ap- 
plied to the passenger models. A 
good example of this is the de- 
velopment of the swing axle. Dr. 
Porsche first used it in his early 
Volkswagens. 

However it was found that al- 
though it made for smoother 
riding, the swing axle when used 
on racing cars had a tendency 
to make the car turn over 
easily. 

This led to the development of 
a stabilizer bar which has made 
the passenger cars more stable. 

Porsche is also interested in 
training good mechanics. Within 
the plant itself there is a special 
shop for apprentices. The appren- 
tices work and study for four years 
at the plant, after which time they 
are free to work at Porsche or at 
another plant if they so desire. 

In addition to producing auto- 
mobiles and jeeps, the Porsche 
plant also produces light airplane 
and boat engines. 

In each case the engines are 
built on the same principle that 
is behind all the engines the com- 
pany produces, low horsepower 
generating at a high degree of

The Presi- 
dent answered with no little feel- 
ing: 

“No, I don’t think so, if I had 
thought it was better, | would have 
done something ... As far as a 
fact-finding board is concerned, I 
believe all the facts are pretty well 
known.” 

(At an earlier conference when 
such a board was suggested he re- 
plied that he hadn’t thought about 
that but would give it study. It was 
assumed that his advisors dissuaded 
him.)

MEANWHILE, the realization ap- 
pears to be growing that'there has 
been a marked change in the con- 
ditions surrounding the steel nego- 
tiations which some people see as 
one of the sign-posts marking 2 
cross roads in the American 
economy. 

There is no question that public 
opinion has been rendered sensi- 
tive by a number of developments 
on the question of labor-thanage- 
ment relations. Recently John Dos 
Passos, the popular writer, whom 
some have criticized for views 
which he was charged with flavor- 
ing his early novels, was questioned 
on this score. He replied: 

“Events wheeled quite a circle 
in those years. Then, the vested in- 
terest was entrenched capital. Now. 
it’s entrenched labor.” 

Dos Passos is quoted here, not 
because he is an economic expert, 
but because his remarks reflect a 
changing viewpoint expressed to- 
day by many who have changed as 
much as the author’s. 

Many observers. report this 
change, which seems to go deeper 
than a mere revulsion against the 
arrogant attitude and shady con- 
duct of Teamster boss Hoffa. There 
is no question that management’s 
attitude has been affected by this 
feeling, just as it must have felt

FARMINGDALE, L.I.—The 
technique of “hiding” vehicles 
in outer space was described 
this week as one of the ad- 
vanced research projects 
scheduled for Republic Avia- 
tion Corporation’s new multi- 
million dollar Research and 
Development Center. 

This was disclosed in an an- 
nouncement by—the company re- 
porting the awarding of contracts 
totaling $273,165 to five firms for 
specialized test equipment required 
in the expansion of the company’s 
research and development facili- 
ties, 

The “hiding” of space vehicles 
would be done by making them 
non-reftective, and studies of this 
technique will be made in an an- 
echoic (anti-echo) chamber whose 
complex model mounts will be 
built by ANTLAB, Inc., Worthing- 
ton, Ohio. 

Contracts were also placed for 
major units for two of the other 
seven new laboratories, the Ad- 
vanced Fluids Laboratory and the 
Re-Entry Simulation Laboratory, 
plus the company’s existing $1% 
million transonic and supersonic 
wind tunnel facility. 

Flight Support, Inc. of Metuchen, 
N.J. will supply both high tempera- 
ture pneumatic and high tempera- 
ture hydraulic test equipment for 
the Advanced Fluids Laboratory. 
They will be capable of conducting 
tests simulating hypersonic flight 


or re-entry conditions of pressures 
up to 5000 pounds per square inch 
and temperatures up to 1500 de- 
grees F 


The design work for the pro- 
posed hypersonic wind tunnel, to 
supplement the new Re-Entry Sim- 
ulation Laboratory, will be _ per- 
formed by General Applied Science 
Labs., Hempstead, N.Y. The hy- 
personic tunnel will be able to test 
space vehicle shapes and materials 
at speeds of Mach 20, or 20 times 
that of sound.

New Radome 
Improves 
Tracking 


AKRON, O.—Greatly improved 
accuracy in tracking missiles by 
radar has been made possible with 
the development of a new seam- 
less radome, according to the avia- 
tion products division of the Good- 
year Tire and Rubber Co. 

The inflatable radome- 
er and wind cover for missile 
tracking radar antennae—is being 
manufactured for the Bell Tele- 
phone Laboratories for use in the 
Nike-Zeus “anti-missile” missile 
program. 

Inflatable radomes formerly were 
made with a lap joint seam, caus- 
ing the skin to be- thicker where 
the fabric overlapped, and produc- 
ing slight distortion, or attenuation, 
of the radar beam. 

The radome is constructed in 
“orange peel’ sections, staggered 
and laminated to give a cover of 
uniform thickness—three _ thirty- 
seconds of an inch. This means elec- 
tronic invisibility with much bet- 
ter radar operation at high and 
low frequencies. 

Made of a new lightweight white 
Hypalong-coated nylon fabric, the 
34,000 cubic foot radome will mini- 
mize maintenance expense and re-

duce the weight of 17,000 yards of | 


fabric by 25 percent. 


The new radar cover, resembling 
a giant basketball with a flat bot- 
tom, will have a base diameter of 
about 37 feet and a major diameter 
of 47 feet. It will withstand wind 
velocities up to 150 miles per 
hour.

School Aid Available to Veterans

who will enroll for the fall semester. Although one can’t yet bank on a post-Korea GI 
Bill getting through Congress in time for the beginning of the 1959-60 school year, the Korea 


GI Bill is available for some and the 
National Defense Education Act for 
others. 

Up te 36 months’ GI Bill educa- 
tien is previded for those who 
served at least 90 days between 


June 27, 1950 and Jan. 31, 1055, 
and have been discharged or re- 
leased under conditions other than 
dishonorable. Entitlement is based 
upon 1% days for each day of mil- 
itary duty. 

You must begin your GI educa- 
tien within three years your 
first discharge after Jan. 31, 1955. 
Enrollment in a course before the 
deadline is not sufficient. You have 
te be in actual training te get the 
subsistence “payments. 


Any veterans administration of- 
fice will supply you with the ap- 
plication form (VA Form VB 
17-1990). The completed form, with 
a photostatic or certified copy of 
your separation paper or DD Form 
214, should be sent to the nearest 
VA Regional Office. 

If approved, you will be is- 
sued a Certificate for Education 
and Training (VA Form VB 
17-1993), which is your key to en- 
tering school. This form will 
show your educational, profes- 
sional or vocational objective, 
the name of the school and the 
date by which your training must 
be started. 

Each month the VA will pay you 
an education and training allow- 
ance to meet part of your living 
and training costs. Tuition, fees, 
books, supplies and equipment will 
not be paid by VA; instead, you 
must defray these expenses from 
your monthly allowance.

Consolidated 
Supply Opens 
At Fort Wood 


FORT LEONARD WOOD, Mo.-- 
A consolidated post supply office 
will be put into operation on 1 Aug., 
it was announced this week by G-4. 

The office will incorporate sup- 
ply accountability and the storage 
section of Post Ordnance, Signal, 
Engineer Troop 
supply, Transportation and Chemi- 

cal into one supply agency. 
| The consolidation move will pro- 
| vide better control of storage and 


effect economy in ordering and 
| picking up supplies. 
The operation, from a central 


office, will not do away with the 
technical services, but will elimi- 
nate duplication in transportation 
stockage and storage of supplies. 
It should also be more responsive 
to consumer requirements and 
simplify supply procedures, a 
spokesman said. 

Units which formerly dealt with 
various supply agencies now will 
go straight to the central agency. 
The general concept of the opera- 
tion is that all technical service 
property accounts will be under 
one supervisor as will all storage, 
distribution and allied functions. 

The new supply officer will be 
Col, Kenneth Dalton who-has been 
the Post Quartermaster. 


New Radar Sees 
Man at 2 Miles 


WASHINGTON.—The Army has 
developed a supersensitive radar 
which can see and “hear” a soldier 
crawling on the ground two miles 
away or spot a tank or jeep at 10 
miles.
